Judge Sheely Calls on 
Psychologists to Help 
Dispose of Some Cases 


IN ORDER to supplem ent other 
* sources oJ inform ation on p ris­ 
oners 
coining 
before 
him 
for 
.sentence, 
Judge 
W. 
C. 
Sheely. 
president judge of the courts of 
A dam s county, has sent a score of 
prisoners 
to 
psychiatrists 
and 
psychologists this year 
for 
a d ­ 
ditional facts to guide him in dis­ 
posing of the cases in a way m ost 
advantageous 
to 
the 
individual 
and society. 


T he scientists have been called 
upon to ald not only in d eterm in ­ 
ing the real cause of a d efen d an t’s 
delinquency, 
but 
have 
secured 
facts th a t have indicated in some 
cases the m ost advisable m anner 
in which to deal with tile pris­ 
oner. 
Judge Sheely has m ade use of 
such reports from scientists in cer­ 
tain types of cases m any tim es 
since he took the bench nearly 
four years ago. 
S im ilar courses 
are followed by jurists in a n u m ­ 
ber of other counties in the state. 
In Allegheny county there is a sort 
of "pre-sentence clinic" at w hich 
scientific m ental checks are m ade 
on th e men soon to appear before 
the bar for sentence.

angle" or some m ental defect or 
im pairm ent influencing the sub­ 
ject, a psychiatrist is frequently 
called upon for a checkup. 
Psychologists 
have 
been 
used 
more frequently in juvenile cases 
where an attem p t is m ade to find 
out the real cause for a youth’s 
m isconduct and w hat type of in ­ 
struction or discipline wall prob­ 
ably have the best effects. 
Judge Sheely m ade it clear th a t 
the scientists’ 
findings are 
not 
used as die sole basis for dealing 
w ith a prisoner, 
but 
th a t 
they 
simply are used to supplem ent and 
com pare w ith inform ation already 
in tti5~ han d s of Hie court from 
m any reliable sources—police, dis­ 
trict 
attorney, 
court 
records, 
acquaintances of th e prisoner and 
general inform ation gathered from 
m any angles.

Almost Total Eclipse of 
Moon Visible on October 27 


Adams county residents will have j 
the opportunity to take advantage ^ 
of the lull moon the night of Friday, J 
October 27. to see a 99 per cent 
eclipse oi the moon. 
While the eclipse, one of a number 
of im portant astronomical events 
during October, will not be actually 
total, it will be difficult to tell th at j 
it is not. 
Tile first noticeable effect 
will 
come about 11:54 p in. next Friday | 
when the northeastern edge oi the j 
moon touches the e a rth ’s shadow 
The eclipse will bi1 at its height at 
1:36 a rn , and the moon will have 
the reel color ol the light winch is 
bent around the earth by its atm os­ 
phere and into tile shadow. 
The 
eclipse will he completed ut 3:18 
a. rn. when tile moon’s western edge j 
makes last contact with the shadow J 
V isible at Most Points 
Whereas an eclipse of the sun is ! 
only visible as total over the n a r­ 
row area touched by the moon’s I 
tapering shadow, one of the moon 
can be seen wherever the moon is 
in the sky during tile phenomenon, 
including more than half the earth. 
The start of the eclipse next F ri­ 
day will be viewed in most of Europe, 
except the most eastern part, in 
western Africa, the Atlantic Ocean, 
North and South America, the east­ 
ern part of the Pacific Ocean and 
northeastern Siberia. 
By the time the eclipse is ending, 
Liie earth will have turned, and it 
will then be apparent over the North 
Atlantic and Arctic Oceans, North 
and 
South America, 
the 
Pacific 
Ocean, Polynesia, the eastern part 
of Australia and northeastern Asia 
Only One lur Amenta 
Tile eclipse is tile only one of 
tile moon visible this year in the 
United State 
although there was 


one on May 3 seen from Asia. Africa 
and parts of Europe. 
Compared to an eclipse of the sun, 
one of the moon is relatively unim ­ 
portant from a scientific viewpoint, 
but it does have some useful aspects. 
For one thing, it perm its a more 
accurate check of the moon's posi­ 
tion in the sky 
Because it is affected 
by 
the 
gravitational pull not only of the 
earth but of all the other bodies in 
the solar system, the precise predic­ 
tion of tile moon’s motion is a very 
complicated problem. 
It m ust be 
checked, therefore, by the hiding by 
the moon of stars in the distant 
background whose posh ion is well 
determ ined. 
Proof of Earth’s Roundness 
A lunar eclipse is interesting to 
astronom ers, especially as the curved 
shadows of the earth crosses the 
moon’s surface. 
This is held as 
proof of the roundness of the earth 
and was so recognized in early days. 
The red color of Hie eclipsed moon 
is caused by the refraction or bend­ 
ing of the light of the sun by the 
earth ’s 
atmosphere. 
W ithout 
it, 
the shadow would be sharply defined 
but with it the sunlight th at grazes 
the earth is bent into the shadow 
and fulls upon the moon, even when 
fully shaded 
As this light passes through the 
air, blue rays are scattered, and this 
gives Hie daytime sky its blue color, 
Deprived of Hie blue, the light tliat 
emerges is predominantly red, and 
Hie moon, in eclipse, takes on a 
ruddy, coppery color that used to 
strike 
terror into the iieartx ol 
primitive men when they suw it.
